Existing law provides, notwithstanding the above authorization, that
a local agency may, by ordinance, limit the availability, or prohibit the
installation, of residential water softening or conditioning appliances
thatdischarge to the community sewer system if the local agency makes
certain findings and includes them in the ordinance.

This bill, instead, would authorize a city, county, city and county,
district, or any other political subdivision of the state, by ordinance, to
limit the availability or use, or prohibit the installation, of water
softening or conditioning appliances that discharge to the community
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Feree.

The people of the State of California do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Article 1 (commencing with Section 116775) of
Chapter 5 oPart 12 of Division 104 of the Health and Safety Code
is repealed.

SEC. 2. Article 1 (commencing with Section 116775) is added
to Chapter 5 of Part 12 of Division 104 of the Health and Safety
Code, to read:

Article 1. Water Softeners

116775. The Legislature finds and declares that the
availability or use of onsite water softening or conditioning
appliances that discharge to the community sewer system may be
limited in order to protect the quality of the waters of the state or
to promote statewide utilization of recycled water.

116776. A city, county, city and county, district, or any other
political subdivision of the state may, by ordinance, limit the
availability or use, or prohibit the installation, of water softening
or conditioning appliances that discharge to the community sewer
system.
